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Swimmers representing the six host boroughs compete at the Aquatics Centre 


S OME 39 residents, 
aged between nine 
and 55, competed 
in the six host 
borough swimming 
championship at the 
Olympics Aquatics Centre. 

In total 300 people 
from the six host Olympic 
boroughs took part at 
the event on 1 8 March, 
representing 13 clubs from 
Hackney, Newham, Tower 
Hamlets, Greenwich, 
Waltham Forest and 
Barking and Dagenham. 

Over 1,000 spectators 
watched swimmers 
compete in freestyle 
relay, medley relay, 
backstroke, breaststroke 
and disability events. 

Swimming captain James 
Kinch, 15, from Clissold 
Swim Club, said: “The 
event was inspiring for 
myself and other swimmers 


representing Hackney. It 
offered a great opportunity 
to swim in the Olympic 
pool and provided a taster 
of what it is like to be an 
elite athlete. I am looking 
forward to 2012 - it will be 
the best Olympics ever!” 

The event, organised by 
the Olympic Park Legacy 
Company (OPLC)* 
and GLL, which runs 
the borough’s leisure 
centres, gave residents the 
opportunity to use the 
main 50 metre pool before 
the Olympic athletes will 
do so in the summer. 

The championship, 
opened by Great Britain 
medal hopeful and world 
record holder for 50m 
backstroke Liam Tancock, 
was a taste of what is to 
come for the Aquatics 
Centre after the Games 
- when the venue will 


turn into a 
community 
facility. 

Cllr Jonathan 
McShane, Cabinet 
Member for Health Social 
Care and Culture, said: 
“Well done to everyone in 
Hackney’s team who can 
now say they competed in 
the first community event 
at the Aquatics Centre. 
After the Games, it is set to 
be a fantastic community 
venue that I hope inspires 
people - young and old - 
to take up swimming.” 

GLL managing director 
Mark Sesnan added: “This 
is the first of what we hope 
will be many opportunities 
for local people to use and 
enjoy the 2012 Olympic 
facilities. Not only is this a 
world-class venue designed 
to host international sport, 
it also aims to nurture 
sporting talent at 
grass roots level and 
encourage 
healthy living. 

“As the legacy 
operator of the 
Aquatic Centre, 

GLL, working 


with the OPLC, is 
committed to increasing 
sports participation 
through events like 
this after this summer’s 
Olympic Games.” 

The championship also 
featured a performance by 
the Great Britain junior 
synchronised swimming 
team and closed with a 
routine by the senior team.

Safer streets ahead 


FOLLOWING Hackney’s 
introduction of a 20mph speed 
limit on all residential roads in the 
borough, the Council has now 
reached agreement with Islington 
to introduce an experimental 
20mph speed limit on boundary 
roads shared by the two boroughs. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, Cabinet 
Member for Neighbourhoods, said: 

“Hackney and Islington are keen to reduce speed on our 
major roads to make them safer for all users, particularly 
pedestrians and cyclists. 

“Residents and businesses along affected routes will be 
consulted about how the lower speed limit is introduced. 

The effect of the lower limits will be monitored and reviewed 
after they have been in place for a year.”

Track works to affect residents 

MORE than six miles of railway track is to be replaced 
between Cambridge Heath, London Fields, Hackney Downs 
and Clapton, which will affect residents living in the area. 

The scheme is vital to replace life-expired track and to 
improve train performance for passengers. 

The work, to be carried out by Network Rail, will start at 
Easter and is set be completed by the beginning of July - 
ahead of the Olympic and Paralympic Games. Works will 
start on Saturday 7 April and will take place over several 
weekends, with some work being carried out overnight. 

Andy Bottom, general manager at Network Rail, said: 

“This investment will deliver significant long-term benefits 
for thousands of passengers. We appreciate that some 
people will be inconvenienced, but we hope that people will 
understand how important it is to make an investment in 
this busy route.”

T WO of the Council’s 
parks have received 
a fruitful makeover 
thanks to the hard 
work of local volunteers. 

London Fields now has 
a community orchard with 
fruit trees, and Daubeney 
Fields has a new meadow. 

The Council, members 
of the London Fields User 
Group and volunteers 
planted the community 
orchard in London Fields 
and volunteers dusted off 
their hoes for the meadow 
planting at Daubeney Fields. 

Both parks contribute 
to targets set out in the 
Hackney Biodiversity 
Action Plan 2012 to 2017. 
The plan acknowledges that 
orchards are valuable for a 
range of wildlife, including 
insects and birds. 

The trees planted in the 
orchard are all traditional 
fruit varieties. The species 
include Morello, May Duke

and Cherokee cherries; 
Greengage; Merryweather 
damson; and Newton 
Wonder, James Grieve and 
Queen Cox apple trees. 

Mike Martin, chair of the 
London Fields User Group, 
said: “A great day was 
had by all - a community 
orchard in London Fields 
is something that will really 
help the biodiversity of 
the park.” 

The Group 


received a £1,000 grant 
from Team London for 
enhancements in the park, 
which was used to pay for 
the trees, stakes and guards. 

In the autumn, the 
Council will carry out 
further work including 
the creation of wildflower 
meadows, works to the 
woodland area, shrub and 
native bulb planting. 

The Council is also 

running the ‘Daubeney 
Fields Goes Wild!’ 
project with 
ecoACTIVE . It 
is hoped the 
project will 
encourage local 
communities to 


get more involved in their 
local park. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Culture, who took part in 
the planting, said: “The 
Council is committed to 
improving and enhancing 
its parks and green spaces 
through initiatives like the 
community orchard and 
meadow planting. 

“I hope local people will 
get involved with harvesting 
the fruits in the future as 
this is great way for 
Hackney’s residents to 
connect with where their 
food comes from and get 
involved with the benefits of 
local growing.”

pupils the lead parts and 
only four weeks to prepare. 

Tertia said: “One of the 
challenges was to turn the 
200 into a team. It was 
complex musically but 
the students rose to the 
occasion. They really took 
ownership and had fun with 
it. There aren’t many jazz 
operas, which have 
all the dialogue sung, but 
it really swung along with 
a 1940s feel with touches 
of Louis Armstrong and 
Duke Ellington.”

I N 1920, a hugely 
successful breakaway 
competition, the 
‘National Negro 
League’, was set up 
in response to Major 
League baseball’s 30-year 
unwritten rule to ban 
black players. Another 30 
years later the first black 
baseball player broke the 
colour barrier to play for 
the renowned Brooklyn 
Dodgers. Hackney Music 
Development Trust’s 
(HMDT) jazz opera, 
‘Shadowball’, tells the story. 

Featuring 200 pupils 
from Gayhurst and 
Millfields primary schools, 
HMDT’s one-off show 
follows the lives of the main 
protagonists: the white 
Major League owners and 
the black Negro League 
businessmen, coaches and 
eminent players. 

The show, written by 
pianist and BBC radio 
presenter Julian Joseph, 
stars Hackney-born 
singer Cleveland Watkiss. 
According to charity 
HMDT creative director 
Tertia Sefton Green, 
‘Shadowball’ was created 
as a way to teach issues 
of prejudice that are still 


relevant today. 

She said: “Children 
don’t always know about 
segregation as they hadn’t 
lived through it. There’s also 
a link between black jazz 
and baseball players - both 
were successful but weren’t 
allowed to attend or stay at 
many venues.” 

In fact for a time jazz and 
baseball were intertwined: 
trumpeter Louis Armstrong 
owned a Negro League 
team, singer Cab Calloway 
played on one and dancer 
Bill ‘Boj angles’ Robinson 
used to tap dance on a 
dugout roof. 

HMDT - which creates

Cleveland Watkiss, who 
played pitcher Satchel 
Paige - one of three players 
who wanted to be the 
first to cross the colour 
barrier, said: “‘Shadowball’ 
encapsulates beautifully 
all that’s necessary for 
understanding the past with 
optimism for the future.” 

Writer Julian Joseph 
added: “The energy and 
excitement of the children 
was absolutely infectious 
and resonated through 
Hackney Empire. The 


transformative power of 
the drama, music and those 
involved just reinforces my 
admiration for HMDT.

W HAT’S it 
like putting 
your work, 
with all its 
intimate aspects and 
introspection, up for 
critical consumption? 

“It’s probably the 
psychological equivalent of 
stripping off your clothes 
and running around 
naked,” answers Yvvette 
Edwards, author of ‘A 
Cupboard Full of Coats’. 

And yet the Hackney- 
proud writer who ‘died a 
thousand deaths’ each time 
anyone read her first draft 
had little to worry about: 
the acclaimed debut novel 
was placed on the 2011 
Man Booker Prize longlist, 
turning her from part-time 
housing worker to a rising 
literary star. 

The book follows a 
woman riddled with guilt 
over the brutal death of 
her mother. Years later, an 
old family friend returns to 


revisit events that led up to 
the murderous night. 

It was inspired by a 
friend of Yvvette’s who 
herself managed to escape 
a violent relationship. 

The friend was lucky: her 
former partner tragically 
killed his subsequent 
girlfriend. “For me it was 
mind-blowing. There were 
so many possibilities that 
played out in my head 
for years - if she didn’t 
leave him, would she have 
been the person I had read 
about?” she muses. 

The ex had a close 
friend, triggering Yvvette 
to question how two such 
opposites could be so close. 
This became a key theme 
of the book. 

‘A Cupboard Full 
of Coats’ also shows a 
window into Montserrat 
life and being a child of 
a West Indian parent. 

“The mantra is ‘write 
what you know’. I 


grew up in Hackney 
and have a Montserrat 
background; I hadn’t read 
that much about second- 
generation Caribbean 
people in Fondon. But the 
issues in the book don’t 
just explore the Afro- 
Caribbean experience, I 
just used my background 
to make characters more 
authentic,” she says. 


Despite being a lifelong 
avid reader and ‘pretty 
much living in Hackney 
libraries’, she began 
building her prose in quite 
an unusual way. “When 
I was young I had a lisp 
- there were all sorts of 
words and sounds I’d 
avoid, like ‘Ths’ and soft 
‘Gs’. So I made a thesaurus 
in my mind of words to 


replace them with. 

“I meandered through 
life, never fully committing 
to a career. But I did take 
up short writing courses 
- 1 was the short course 
queen! I would practise, 
practise, practise, with part 
of me always thinking ‘any 
moment now I’m going to 
be a novelist’. 

“Then on my 39th 
birthday, it was as if 
I’d discovered I wasn’t 
immortal, so I gave myself 
a choice: either write and 
see it through or give it all 
up to commit to my job.” 

Fortunately for book- 
lovers, Yvvette chose 
writing. Her Man Booker 
Prize nomination, which 
gives awards each year for 
the best original full-length 
novel written in English, 
gave her the confidence 
boost she needed. 

“Being on the Booker 
Prize longlist was an 
enormous honour; I was 


completely overjoyed but 
also terrified. Just having 
my book published put 
me in a state of shock. 

Now looking back it was 
the best thing that could 
have happened to me as 
it put me on the literary 
radar. Fots of people have 
enjoyed the book and that 
sustains me as a writer,” 
Yvvette says. 

She names Toni 
Morrison and Joanne 
Harris among the authors 
that most influenced her. 
“I’m sure every book 
I’ve read has shaped and 
changed me. Reading a 
book is like going on a 
journey, and every journey 
changes us, even if we don’t 
recognise it. So hats off 
to all writers I say,” she 
adds, confidently and skin 
thickly intact. 

‘A Cupboard Full of 
Coats', published by 
Oneworld Publications, is 
out now.

All your green 
questions answered 


Q: I heard that bees are very important to the 
environment but their numbers are dropping. What 
can I do to help them out? 


A: Bees are very important as they help to pollinate plants 
and flowers which help us to grow food. Some bees also 
produce honey which we can eat. 

Across London there are more than 3,000 urban bee 
colonies. There are schemes such as Capital Bee (www. 
capitalgrowth.org/bees) which look to train people 
in beekeeping and can help groups to set up their own 
beehives or apiaries. 

The simplest way of helping is to plant bee-friendly plants 
such as honeysuckle or lavender if you’ve the space, or 
even fruit and veg in a window box if space is limited. Also, 
avoid using pesticides as these can be harmful to bees.

Borough bins gum 


The campaign is part of 
the Council’s wider efforts 
to ensure the borough is 
kept clean all year round.

£26,000 just to clear Mare

“The £16,500 is a great 
help in creating this low 
carbon solution. The

Riot clean-up team recognised 


T HE Council’s 

evening and night 
shift cleaning crews 
have narrowly 
missed out on a national 
award for going beyond 
the call of duty during last 
summer’s riots. 

On 8 and 9 August last 


year, Council clean-up 
crews worked around 
the clock with the police 
and fire services to restore 
Hackney to normality, after 
riots that swept Britain. 

In recognition of their 
efforts, the team was 
shortlisted for a prestigious 


Keep Britain Tidy award. 

The award nomination 
made mention of comments 
on Twitter with the 
#riotcleanup hashtag, 
which noted when 
volunteers arrived to clean 
the streets of Hackney 
most of the work had 
already been done. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“Our crews worked 
tirelessly in exceptional 
conditions to restore the 
streets to some sense of 
order. It’s a great testament 
to how hard they worked 
that members of the public 
could see little evidence of 
the disorder that took place 
as they made their way to 
work the next day.” 

Representatives were 


invited to a ceremony at 
Aston Villa Football Club 
in Birmingham, but just 
lost out on the ‘Crew of the 
Year’ prize. 

Phil Barton, chief 
executive of Keep Britain 
Tidy, said: “The Hackney 
night shift and evening crew 
were worthy finalists of 
what was an exceptionally 
strong category. They 
have shown outstanding 
commitment, going beyond 
the normal call of duty. 

“A key aim of the Keep 
Britain Tidy Network is for 
residents, land managers 
and other organisations 
to work together to 
improve the quality of 
neighbourhoods and 
this team have led by 
example to show what 
can be achieved.”

The Master & Margarita

WHEN Russian author Mikhail Bulgakov 
began writing his critique of the Soviet 
society and literary establishment in 1920s 
Russia, he may not have expected that 
the work would be packing out London’s 
premiere theatres almost 1 00 years later.

IF solving the problems of climate change 
was not a big enough challenge in itself, 
a group of the country’s leading writers, 
directors and actors, took on the added feat 
of producing a play about the theme in the 
space of 24 just hours.

They hold advice surgeries where

Generally they can help with Council 
related matters, but if the issue is the 
responsibility of another person or 
organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and 
tell residents who they need to see.
